DTJNGIVEN WATEEWOEES. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

\V h KREAS the Guai-diajis of the Pool- oE the Limavacly Union (heroin- 5 
after called the Sanitai-y Authority), being the Rural Sanitary Authority of 
the Rui-al Sanitary District, consisting of tlic said Union, tu-e about to 
construct waterworks for the purpose of providing a supply of water for the 
town of Dungiven in the said district, and liavo presented a petition to 
the Local Government Board for Ireland (hcrein-after called the Local 10 
Government Board) in pursuance of the provisions of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, praying that they may he empowered to put in force 
the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and 
taking of land othei-wise than by agioement for the purposes of the said 
works , 15 

And whereas the Sanitary Authority liave deposited at the Office of the 
Local Government Board, in Dublin, plans and a book of reference (herein- 
after called the deposited plans and book of reference) showing the lands 
and premises required for the said purposes ; 

And whereas all advertisements and notices reipiired by-the Public Health 20 
(Ireland) Act. 1878, having l>een previously published, served, . and - given, 
the Local Government Board have caused a local inquiry to he held as to 
the propriety of assenting to the prayer of tlio said petition, and it appears 
to the Local Government Board to be proper to assent thereto : 

It is ordei-od by the Local Government Board as follows : 25 

1. From and after the confirmation of this Order by Poi-Iiament, the 
Sanitary Authority shall be empowered to put in force the powers 
of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purcliasc and taking of 
land otherwise thiin by agreement, with reference to the lands, lands 
covered with water, water, and rights to lake and convey water, ease- 30 
ments, and other premises, described in the deposited plans and book 
of reference ; and for the purposes of this Order, the word " land ” in 
tbe Lands CJlausea Acts shall extend to and include the said lands, 
lands covered with water, water, rights to take and convoy water, 
easements, and other premises. ok 
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2. The costs, ehavjfcs, and expenses nf, luitl incidental to, the application for, 

prgjDai’ing, ohtivining, ainl confinning this Order, sliall lio deemed tol>e 
special expenses nC the Sanitary Authonty incurred iji the execution 
of the Puldic Hejilth' (Ireland) Act, 1S7 h, and shall he chargeable upon 
0 the contributory ]dacu upon which the expenses of the said waterworks 

shall bo cbargenble under the provisions of the said Act. 

3. The compulsory powei*H of talcing lands given by this Order shall not 

be exereise«l after the expiration of three year's from the eonfuiiiation 
of this Oi-clcr. 

10 4. This Order may be cited and referred to for all pmposes ns tlie Dun- 

given 'Watei'works Provisional Order, 1S93.
